Agriculture and rural institu- 
tions are faced with readjustment 
problems.

I. The Vanity of Wealth (Eccles. 
5:10, 11). 

IN ANY study of wealth, it seems 
necessary to begin with an un- 
derstanding of its limitations. We 
live In a world in which men fre- 
quently lay great importance on 
possessions, and Indeed, there are 
many things which wealth can pur- 
chase. On the other hand, there are 
some things that money cannot 
buy. And further, we should recog- 
nize that our possessions are not 
eternal, that they may suddenly 
fade away. 

The passage here reminds us of 
the fact that wealth for wealth's 
sake is bound to be a disappoint- 
ment. The man who loves silver 
shall not be satisfied with sliver, 
any more than the man who loves 
pleasure shall be satisfied with

It is of paramount importance to 
know what true freedom is and 
how to attain it, if we are to do 
our part to help establish on the 
earth fraternity, equality, and 
peace. . . .

We cannot begin too soon to 
establish the habits of obedience 
to God. Parents have a duty to 
perform in training their children 
from babyhood in willing obedi- 
ence to Principle, Truth, and 

To establish a true attitude of 
obedience to Principle, the child 
must understand who and what it 
is that he obeys. Primarily, it is 
not a person, though discipline is 
manifested in love for and obedi- 
ence to parents and teachers. The 
child must be taught that he is 
governed by Truth, and that be 
obeys divine Principle, God, in all 
that is right, pure, and perfect, not 
because someone says so, but be- 
cause God, Principle, governs all. 
The freedom from enslaving fears, 
the self-control and patience 
which the parents themselves 
demonstrate, enfold and influence 
the budding thought of the young 
child.

The divine pur- 
pose and its expression are one. 
The voice of God speaks to the hu- 
man heart, and it can be heard by 
all. It is the inner consciousness 
of good, popularly called our 
conscience, the outcome of our 
unity with the divine Mind. Obedi- 
ence to it always blesses ami heals, 
and by spiritual education and 
training we learn to recognize its 
clear and constant guidance. 

"Tills is the way, walk ye in it"

THE MONEY LENDER 

Senator Harry F. Byrd of Vir- 
ginia has offered some facts about 
the prodigious money-lending en- 
terprises of the Federal Govern- 
ment, and some suggestions con- 
cerning them, that should give 
the American people a better 
understanding of the financial af- 
fairs of their country. 

Since 1934, says the senator, 
the government of the United 
States has doled out in loans just 
slightly less than $110,000,000,000 
to various foreign and domestic 
borrowers. 

More than 110 agencies of the 
Federal Government have con- 
stituted the floodgates through 
which this tremendous sum of 
money has poured, the senator 
further reports. 

Moreover, most of the money 
has never been paid back and 
much of it never will be repaid. 

Wouldn't it be the sensible 
thing to do, suggests Senator 
Byrd — before lending any more 
money, particularly to foreign 
governments which have little 
capacity for repayment and even 
less intention to repay— for Con- 
grass to scrutinize the entire lend- 1 
?t-up of the Federal Govern-

THE TEN-CENT DOLLAR 

At this season in Kentucky 
wild blackberries constitute a 
crop of real economic impor- 
tance. Buyers for commercial 
jam and jelly makers and 
ners are in the market to buy 
wholesale of those who brave 
chiggers, woodticks and thorns, 
the real dangers of the berry 
patch compared with which the 
copperhead and the rattlesnake 
are unimportant because both are 
rare and the rattler is not hot 
tempered and combative. 

At retail, where the berries 
are picked by the pail and sold 
in the unorganized market pick- 
ers are asking, and seemingly 
getting easily $1 a gallon. But 
they get the ten-cent dollar of 
1947. In 1877 a wooden v 
bucket, holding two and a half 
gallons of water brought a quar- 
ter only if it was heaped with 
berries. The pickers' custom wa; 
to carry a gallon pail and a wood- 
bucket. Just before offering 
the wooden bucketful they pour- 
ed the pail of berries upon those 
in the bucket which had settled 
a bit on the way from the patch. 

But the dollar then bought 
twelve hours of a strong man's 
labor in field or forest or factory. 
The dollar in the bread, meat, 
milk, clothing or shoe market 
bought so much that the dollar- 
a-day man could support a fam-

93 Lives Lost Within 24 
Hours; Other Wrecks 
Bring Total to 174. 

WASHINGTON — Within 24 hours 
the two worst disasters in the com- 
mercial aviation history of the na- 
tion took 93 lives and five other 
plane crashes around the globe— In 
Japan, Iceland, the Netherlands, 
Alaska and Argentina-brought the 
total number of dead to about 174.

THE GARDEN 
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WINTER STORAGE. Ill 

How a house cellar may be 
used for winter-storing vege- 
tables was described last week; 
today "outside cellars" ("warm 
houses," "caves") are discussed. 
Although the principles for cor- 
rect performance are somewhat 
rigid, the choice of materials is 
not, some of them costing almost 
nothing at all, and most of them 
not difficult to find. 

The requirements are that the 
structure should be so built that 
actual freezing cannot occur 
within it and that enough venti- 
lation is assured to keep the air 
from becoming musty. 

As for the first, in Kentucky 
Extension Circular 266 and in 
leaflet 51 is found a discussion 
of materials and construction 
much too long to reproduce here. 
These publications may be ob- 
tained from the county extension 
agents or by mail from the Col- 
" ge at Lexington. 

The ventilating system con- 

sts of an outlet in the ceiling 

id an intake at the floorline of 
the room. The outlet may be 
built of even 4 inches, but 6 
inches is better. Or, to make 
possible the complete change of 
air in one hour (desirable, some- 
times), the area of the outlet in 
square inches should be that of 
the floor in square feet. 

The intake should have the 
same area as the outlet and 
should be flush with the floor. 
Incidentally, in many structures 
now built no intake is provided, 
but this may be remedied by 
having two doors, the inner one 
clearing the floor by an inch or 
two, the outer door opened and 
the inner one kept closed for in- 
terchange of air. Or, a slot of 
proper size may be cut close to 
the bottom of the door, with a 
hinged flap provided for closing 
it between air changes. 

In structures built new, tile of 
proper size should be built 
through the wall, at the floor. 
Inside trapdoors should be pro- 
vided to close the openings ex- 
cept during times of inside ven- 
tilating.

List Ways To Keep 

Down Cow Disease 

The University of Kentucky 
College of Agriculture lists the 
following ways to keep down 
mastitis, or garget, a milk-cow 
disease that is said to cost Ken- 
tucky dairymen more than any 
other disease. 

1. Find infected cows by reg- 
ular use of a strip cup or other 
test, and milk them last. 

2. Avoid irritation or injury to 
the udders by removing the milk- 
ing machine as soon as the milk 
flow stops. 

3. Rinse the milker teat cups 
i clear water and chlorine water 

after milking each cow. 

4. Prevent mechanical injury 
to the udders insofar as possible. 

It is said that the germs that 
luse mastitis are similar to 
those that cause colds and sore 
throat in man and can be avoid- 
ed with about the same kind of 
precaution. Some of these germs 
are always present and ready to 
infect the udder whenever an 
injury or lowered resistance off-

In Larger Numbers

"People who left Eastern Ken- 
tucky during the war in order 
to work Jn industrial areas are' 
not yet returning 



bers. A study shows that the 
population of Magisterial Dis- 
trict No. 1 in Magoffin County 
declined from 3,410 in 1940 to 
2,800 in 1947, a decrease of 18 
percent. Most of these leaving 
went to cities in Southern Ohio. 

"Though the great decrease in 
population from 1940 to 1947 
shows clearly that many former 
residents are stiU away, the 
study does show that many peo- 
ple have returned and that since 
the end of the war the rate of 
movement back to the mountains 
has increased. There were 466 
people over 15 years of age who 
had left the Magoffin district 
since the beginning of the war 
and have now returned. Three 
hundred and ninety -five, or 85 
percent, of these have returned 
since January 1, 1945; most of 
them have come back since V-J 
day. Three hundred and four- 
teen, or 67 percent, were away 
for two years or more. 

Almost three-fourths of the 
people who have returned are 
less than 40 years old, and more 
than two-thirds of the returned 
people are men. Many of the re- 
turned men are veterans."

SIGNS OF GOOD LIVING < 

Four items from the agricultu- 
ral census returns can supply a 
fairly accurate measure of the 
standard of living of the farm 
families of a county, statisticians 
of the U. S. Department of Ag- 
riculture have found. These are: 

(1) the percentage of farms in 
a county with electricity in the 
farm house; 

(2) the percentage of farm 
homes that had a telephone; 

(3) the percentage of farms that 
had automobiles; and 

(4) the average value of prod- 
ucts sold or traded in the pre- 
ceeding year for each farm re- 
porting (adjusted for changes in 
purchasing power). 

Such figures might not, of 
course, supply an accurate com- 
parison of the standards of living 
of any two families. For coun- 
ties as a whole they do very 
well, the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics finds. Comparing 
such figures with others that re- 
sult from more detailed studies 
in small groups of sample coun- 
ties shows that this simple meth- 
od gives reliable comparative 
ratings. Families that had elec- 
tricity usually had other aids to 
good living. 

Families with automobiles had 
advantages for social life. As a 
rule, the farms that supply a

Salt Speeds Gains 
In Hog Feeding Tests 

Hogs receiving some salt in their 
daily rations can gain two and one- 
half times faster than those without 
it, tests at Purdue university indi- 
cate. Average daily gain of hogs 
which received salt was 1.71 pounds, 
while those receiving none gained 
only .67 pounds daily. For each 
pound of salt consumed there were 
45 extra pounds of gain. Each pound 
of salt saved $5.60 worth of feed con- 
sumed by hogs.
